Two employes of a branch of 
Roosevelt Federal Savings & 
Loan Association at 2132 East 
Grand boulevard were held up 
today by an armed man, whu 
obtained about $3000 and fled 
in an automobile with a woman 
companion. 


The robber, described as 
about 35 years old, wearing 
khaki shirt and trousers and 


carrying a revolver, entered the 
office at 9 a.m., when’'no cus- 
tomers were present. Announc- 
ing a holdup, he ordered the 
two tellers on duty to hand 
over cash. 

Mrs. Ethel O'Neill and Miss 
Sally Holiday, the _ tellers, 
obeyed the order, giving the 
man currency they had trans- 
ferred from a safe to the tell- 
ers’ cages a few minutes earlier 
The robber then directed the 
women to enter a rear room 
and not to watch his departure. 
They complied with his instruc- 
tions. 

Persons on the street told po- 
lice the robber drove away in 
a dark colored Ford or Chevro- 
let in which a _ middle-aged 
woman had waited.

WASHINGTON, June 19 (UP) 
—The House Ways and Means 


‘Committee today unanimously 


approved legislation fixing a 
legal ceiling of 278 billion dol- 
lars on the federal debt for the 
new fiscal year starting July 1. 

The new ceiling is three bil- 
lion dollars higher than the 
present permanent debt limit, 


| but three billion dollars lower 


than the “temporary” ceiling 
which has been in force since 


August 1954. 


The temporary ceiling was 
en to expire June 30. Secre- 
ary of the Treasury George M. 
anne gave the Adminis- 
tration’s indorsement to the 278 
billion figure in testimony be- 
'fore the committee immediately 
preceding its vote. 
Opposes Tax Cut. 

Humphrey also repeated the 
Administration’s opposition to 
any tax relief this year. He said 
present budget estimates leave 
“no leeway” for tax cuts and 
any federal surplus should be 
applied to reduction of the 
debt. 

Humphrey told the commit- 
tee that the United States econ- 
omy does not presently need 
the stimulus that a tax cut 
would provide.

“If this becomes impossible,’ 
he added, “we shall advise the 
Congress promptly.” 

He noted that the Adminis- 
tration was able to keep within 
the 281-billion-dollar limit dur- 


ing the last year by only “a 
narrow margin.” 
“On several days, we were 


within $700,000,000 af the debt 
ceiling and, at times our oper- 
ating cash balance was less 
than enough to cover 10 days’ 
expe ‘nditures,” Humphrey said 

‘This is closer than is prudent 
in handling the Governments 
huge operations efficiently.” 

Humphrey predicted that the 
national debt would stand at 
less than 273 billion dollars at 
the close of the fiscal year 
June 30. However, he noted 
that the debt will rise seasonal- 
ly during July-December, a pe- 
riod when tax collections gen- 
erally run behind Government

WASHINGTON, June 19 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower's doe- 
tors today reaffirmed their ver- 
dict that he is physically able 
to run for re-election despite his 
recent operation. 

They bluntly rejected sugges- 
tions of some medical authori- 
ties tha tMr. Eisenhower stands 
a good chance of getting anoth- 
er attack of the intestinal in- 
flammation, or ileitis, which 
sent him to Walter Reed Hos- 
pital for emergency surgery. 

Dr. Isidor Ravdin, professor 
of surgery at the University of 
Medical School 
who helped perform the June 9 


operation on the President, told 
Police 


reporters he had never seen a 
recurrence of ileitis, after suc- 
cessful surgery, in a patient the 
'age of the President. Mr. Eisen- 
hower is 65 years old. 

The President's physicians 
discussed the case with report- 
ers after issuing a terse, blunt 
statement declaring they have 
“no intention” of getting into 


a “controversy” with other 
medical authorities on the 
chances of Mr. Eisenhower's 


having another attack of ileitis. 
Doctors Questioned. 

After the formal statement 
was issued through White 
House press secretary James C. 
Hagerty, reporters got a rare 
chance to talk directly to three 
of the chief attending physi- 
cians as they walked across the 
hospital grounds 

Newsmen asked the doctors 
if they still are satisfied that 
Mr. Eisenhower is physically 


fit for another White House 
term 

Maj. Gen. Howard McC. 
Snyder, the President's personal 
physician, turned to Maj. Gen. 
Leonard D. Heaton, who per- 
formed the operation 

“This fellow answered that 
for you,” he _ said, patting 
Heaton on the shoulder 

Heaton remained silent. It 


was Heaton who told newsmen 
after the operation that the 
surgery had _ successfully re- 
lieved an intestinal block and 
that he didn't see any medical 


reason why the President 
should not run for another 
term 

Snyder quickly emphasized 


that politics had nothing to do 
with their opinion—“We can't 
recognize a Democrat from a 
Republican.” He added that he 
had not “heard anyone” discuss 
politics with the President. 
May Leave Next Week. 
Snyder said the President 
might leave the hospital by 
“the thiddle of next week.” But 


he said it “probably will be 
longer, certainly not shorter” 
than that. The doctors pre- 
viously had said he would be 
hospitalized about 15 days, 
which would have meant he 


would leave by next Monday. 


Speaking of the President's 
appearance and condition, 
Snyder said, “he’s. looking 


pretty sharp these days.” 

“He certainly does,” Heaton 
affirmed 

In response to another ques- 
tion, Snyder said he believed 
it would be better for the Presi- 
dent to convalese at his Gettys- 
burg, Pa. farm than at the 
White House 

The President, he said, should 
be able to get in more walking 
and have more recreational in- 
terests at the farm during this 
stage of his recovery. 

A Direct Answer. 

Today's statement of

Tigerman’s bid was $11.500 and 
Eastern Racing offered $10.000 
The bids were opened before 
the Arkansas Racing Commis- 
sion, which consists of Faubus 
appointees, last Dec. 6 

The awarding of the franchise 
to Oaklawn ended a legal dis- 
pute that lasted for months 

Faubus referred to the bribe 
in a portion of his speech in 
which he said, “If I wanted to 
be dishonest I could have re- 
tired and would not have to run 
again.’

Another and less sensational

Keep Up Inter-Service Feuds

HE armed services have found a way to get around budget 
restrictions on publicity 


simply use their contractors to buy advertising for them. 
Connecticut’s G.O.P. Congressman Pat Patterson, a House Armed 
Services Committee member, has dug up Statistics showing that 
defense contractors spend millions in advertising for the separate 


services. 

Latest available figures show 
that Air Force contractors spent 
$2,248,082 in 1954 to plug the 
Air Force Navy contractors 
spent $2,351,606 to advertise the 
Navy, not counting an addi- 
tional $335,070 on Marine Corps 
advertising. The Army got the 
least out of its contractors — 
only $248,030 worth of adver- 
tising. 

This was the amount of 
money spent for magazine ad- 
vertising alone and does not 
include other propaganda costs 
footed by the Contractors. For 
example, Air Force contractors 
spend millions more to pro- 
mote the Air Force through the 
Air Force Association. Navy 
contractors also help subsidize 
the Navy League, which puts 
out pro-Navy propaganda. 

The cost of all this propa- 
of course, comes in- 
directly from the taxpayers 
through defense contracts. The 
contractors actually set aside a 
portion of their defense profits 
to buy advertising and openly 
take sides in the Army-Navy- 
Air Force feuding. 

As private companies, they 
are not restricted by the Penta- 
gon rules against feuding. Thus 
the services get the benefit of 
this indirect publicity without 
having it charged against their 
publicity budgets. 

Congressman Patterson has 
obtained a confidential break- 
down of how much defense 
money was spent on armed serv- 
ices advertising in 1954 

Here are the amounts some 
of the biggest defense contrac- 
tors spent in that year: 

United Aircraft Corp., $642,- 
833; Borg-Warner Corp., $515,- 
184; Douglas Ajrcraft Co., 
$341,808; Boeing Airplane Co., 
$299.425; General Electric, 
$258,823; Grumman Aijrcraft 
Engine Corp., $227,043; Lock- 
heed Aircraft Corp., $179,531; 
General Dynamics Corp., $174,- 
425; Bell Telephone, $118,885; 
General Motors, $121,247; Re- 
public Aviation, $144,725.

56 Agencies, Departments. 

The duties and responsibili- 
ties of the presidency have 
grown as vigorously as the 
growth of the nation itself. In 
1790, under President Wash- 
ington, there were nine execu- 
tive departments, each doing 
fairly simple duties. This had 
grown to only 11 under Presi- 
dent Lincoln in 1864. Today, 
President Eisenhower is respon- 
sible for 56 agencies and de- 
partments, many of them much 
larger than the whole federal 
executive establishment in the 
nineteenth century. 

In 1789, President Washing- 
ton approved 27 laws and three 
executive orders; in 1955, Mr. 
Eisenhower signed 390 public 
laws, 490 private laws, 65 ex- 
ecutive orders and 42 procla- 
mations.

Who runs this vast establish- 
ment? Where did they come 
from?

The central figure in the co- 
ordination and direction of “the 
office” is Adams. His principal 
assistants afe Gen. Wilton B. 
Persons, who as Adams's dep- 
uty, worries primarily about 
legislation: the three major 
“secretaries,” Bernard Shanley, 
who keeps the appointments 
and directs the flow of people 
in and out of the President's 
office: James C. Hagerty, who 
deals with the press, and Good- 
paster, who keeps the right 
papers going to their proper 
destination. 

The core of this White House 
staff moved right in with the 
President from his campaign 
train in 1952. This was true of 
Adams, Persons, Shanley and 
Hagerty. It was also true of 
two of the President's main ad- 
ministrative assistants, Gabriel 
Hauge, a magazine writer who 
wrote speeches in the 1952 cam- 
paign, and Fred Seaton, a 
Nebraska newspaper publisher, 
who recently moved from the 
White House to be Secretary of 
the Interior.

More Than Getting By. 

“We are beginning to per- 
cieve that true fitness is more 
than the absence of disease,” 
he said. “It is more than being 
able to stay out of bed and do 
one’s daily work. It is more 
than just getting by.” 

The new concept of well- 
being, he asserted, involves not 
Only physical prowess “but the 
whole of man's capacity for ex- 
pression.” 

The need for greater efforts 
to raise the level of the na- 
tion's fitness was also undere 
scored by Joseph Prendergast, 
executive director of the Na-« 
tional Recreation Association.

The White House can help the lagging for- 
eign aid bill by responding promptly and favor- 
ably to the request of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee for a thorough review of the 
effectiveness of the United States’ mutual se- 
curity program. 

The bill, now reported to the Senate floor 
with $702,000,000 more than the House ap 
proved, also carries a proposal of Senators 
George of Georgia and Mansfield of Montana 
for $300,000 for “exhaustive studies.” The pur- 
pose of these thoughtful Democratic Senators 
would be to find out how the foreign aid pro- 
vided by United States taxpayers “serves, can 
be made to serve or does not serve the national 
interest.” ; 

The George-Mansfield amendment would put 
in the bill a proposal made earlier in the ses- 
sion by Secretary of State Dulles on behalf of 
the Eisenhower Administration. Secretary 
Dulles’s proposal was that a group of citizens 
be appointed to review the foreign aid program 
to observe and report on its effectiveness. If 
more White House emphasis had been put on 
this study, perhaps the Administration's foreign 
aid program would not have been cut so heavily 
in Congress. 

> o . 

That is water over the dam. If the President 
hopes to get the bill through the Senate with 
two thirds of the House's cut restored, he will 
need to reassure a good many doubting Sen- 
ators. To influence the Senate and the 
House—and the latter may be disinclined to 
restore the $700,000,000 even if it is voted by 
the Senate—the President would do well to in- 
dorse warmly the George-Mansfield study idea. 

A counting of noses shows that every vote 
will be needed for the foreign aid program. 
Senator Bridges of New Hampshire, senior Re- 
publican, has announced that he is against the 
restoration and that, in fact, he favors a cut 
under the sum voted by the House. The G.O-P. 
Senate Leader, Knowland of California, has 
conducted a check in his ranks to find that only 
about 20 Republicans out of 47 in the Senate 
can be expected to restore even part of the cut. 

This means that aside from the group of Re- 
publicans who issued a joint statement in sup- 
port of the President's aid program last week 
only about 10 others can be counted on. Cer- 
tainly the President deserves better backing 
than that on the Republican side. 

According to the Associated Press, the Demo- 
cratic situation is about the same. Senator John- 
son of Texas, the Majority Leader, is said to be 
able to count on only a like number for “any 
substantial increase” over the House's authori- 
zation total. 

So firm a friend of foreign aid as The Wash- 
ington Post has said that the House cut “is an 
ominous portent of what may happen next year 
unless there is more assurance that the ‘aid pro- 
gram on which Americans are asked to spend 
their dollars is fully abreast of the times.” As 
The Post says, the vote in the House “argues 
the compelling need for an independent study 
of foreign aid.”

it writes: “What's needed, pretty obviously, is a 
sound, comprehensive, nonpartisan study of the 
whole problem,” and then adds that “the Presi- 
dent and his administration had better do 
something about it quickly.” The Manchester 
Guardian of England, in a perceptive editorial, 
says with respect to NATO: “The futility of the 
present half-force in Europe needed to be ex- 
plained more widely. Sooner or later the Gov- 
ernment will have to admit that the old basis 
of military planning is defective.” 

These are the concerns of friends. They are 
not designed to give comfort to the Brickers, 
Jenners, McCarthys and Bridgeses who want to 
scuttle foreign aid, abandon NATO and pull out 
of the U.N. These. comments then are all the 
more significant. We hope to see the White 
House demonstrate in its reassessment that it 
recognizes the need for economic assistance 
and expert help as against straight military 
aid and that it is willing to keep the mutual 
security program under continuous review. 

Let us hope that the President's progress 
toward recovery will enable him very soon to 
take more of a hand in this situation. Mr.

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Hold That Focus 

J. Edgar Hoover, about whose work as a police 
officer we have had occasion to say kind words, 
has not become one of our favorite authors by 
his latest efforts in that field. The director of 
the FBI contributes to a symposium on Russia's 
new anti-Stalin line published by the House Com- 
mittee om Un-American Activities under the 
title “The Great Pretense.” 

“When,” writes Mr. Hoover, “the Communist 
smirk begins to change to a smile, as is the case 
right now, we would be well advised to refocus 
our sights. Behind those changing spots, the 
same bad blood still flows through the leopard's 
veins.” 

While agreeing with what Author Hoover is 
getting at, we disagree with how he has got at 
it. To start at the end and work back, we doubt 
that Mr. Hoover stands on sound zoological 
grounds in referring to the Russian bear as a 
leopard. Bears are members of the family Ursi- 
dae, order Carnivora, while leopards are of 
the Felis pardus. One can see at a glance what 
mischief might come of getting them confused. 

Nor does Mr. Hoover appear to tread on any 
firmer physiological ground in referring to the 
leopard’s blood. He calls it “bad blood,” standard 
idiom for “hostility,” and therefore so far, so 
good; but when he implies that there might be 
some connection between whether the leopard's 
blood is good or bad and whether or not it has 
spots, he becomes—as they say in Washington 
—controversial. 

It is also our painful duty to suggest te Mr. 


t 


Hoover that leopards do not change their spots. 
In fact, if there is any one thing which leopards 
are more famous for than any other, it is for 
not changing their spots. 

As a parting counsel, we would urge Mr. 
Hoover against refocusing his sights when the 
Communist smirk begins to change to a smile. 
If he had them in focus on the smirk (and such 
is our confidence im Mr. Hoover that we co not 
care to entertain fh@.idea that he did not) 
changing would only—but here he is probably 
already way ahead of us. 

Let Author Hoover not feel dismayed by these 
minor lapses in his writing, however. Every 
man to his own trade, we always say.

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Alibis or Action on Lobbying? 


Can the Senate's special lobby investigating 
committee be more interested in an alibi for 
Congress than in disclosing the pressure of 
money and influence for the enactment of legis- 
lation hardly in accord with the general welfare? 

The remarks of Senator McClellan of Arkan- 
sas, chairman of the committee created after 
the attempted campaign gift of $2500 to Senator 
Case in connection with the natural gas bill, 
certainly are cause enough for asking this 
question. 

McClellan said testimony given the commit- 
tee showed that the Natural Gas and Oil Re- 
sources Committee had spent $1,753,000 to con- 
vince the public that federal regulation of nat- 
ural gas rates is undesirable. Representatives of 
this lobbying group said they inspired a flood 
of mail to members of Congress instead of ap- 
proaching these men directly. And one of their 
“public relations” men said that, given enough 
money, they could “‘put across” any special in- 
terest legislation not obviously vicious. 

Surely Senator McClellan and his associates 
have been in public life long enough to be fa- 
miliar with such high pressure methods and the 
mail they produce. Recognizing the undesira- 
bility of a bill, do they vote for it just because 
they get an extra sack or two of mail? Surely 
they can calculate how many of their constitu- 
ents were not “educated” to write in its favor. 
Would they vote for a measure to the disad- 
vantage of the letter-writers themselves? Is not 
Congress the ideal forum for enlightening the 
public and offsetting such a campaign? 

It is a public service to alert the voters 
against such tactics, but it is a disgrace to imply 
that they “put over” legislation. It would have 
been wiser to join Senator Anderson of New 
Mexico in pointing out that, under our eroded 
tax laws, the public actually pays 52 per cent 
of the cost of such propaganda. That is some- 
thing for Congress to think about. 

Congress might also think about the foot-drag- 
ging, over-cautious way that the lobby Iinvestiga- 
tion is being dragged out. Is it just to fade 
away, to be forgotten as other events come 
into the forefront of the news?

Thev Mean Business in Carondelet 

Why has the youth program of the Carondelet 
Sunday Morning Athletic Club proved so suc- 
cessful? Since its founding 12 years ago, the 
club has absorbed the energies of some 3000 
South Side youngsters, and this has led to a 
remarkable record: In all that time, so far as 
club officers know, not one of their boys has 
ever been in trouble. 

Like most organizations in the youth field, 
the club tries to attract boys at an early age 
and then keep them continuously interested in 
sports. Currently, for example, it operates 22 
teams In six sports from a new $33,000 head- 
quarters on Loughborough avenue, just south 
of Carondelet Park. 

But what gives direction to the whole is the 
conscientious adult leadership it enjoys. Some 
75 adults attempt to make the program interest- 
ing and attractive. And then by explanation and 
example—mostly by example—they put life into 
such abstractions as good sportsmanship and 
fair play. The adult leaders contribute up to 18 
hours a week apiece to the work. 

Another important factor In the CSM A.C.'s 
flourishing success is the support of the whole 
Carondelet community. Financial and moral, 
help comes not merely from business men and 
parents, but from just about everybody. And 
that is probably the real secret of the club's 
success: The people of Carondelet not only want 
it to succeed; they have made it their business 
to see that it does succeed. 
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Congress's Togetherness 

One of the most lyrical congressional outbursts 
in quite some time now may be credited to Rep- 
resentative Craig Hosmer of California. Mr. 
Hosmer likes Togetherness, the watchword of 
McCall's, the magazine of Togetherness. He 
likes it very much, and he likes McCall's Editor 
Otis Lee Wiese's definition of Togetherness as 
“the trend toward closer family relationships 
that is the hope of our time.” Carried away by 
this general suffusion of good will, Réepresenta- 
tive Hosmer declares it to be his matured and 
deliberate conviction that “Congress is the epi- 
tome of Togetherness.” 

Well, now, that depends. In fact, it depends 
quite a good deal, and occasionally even more 
than that. Ofttimes, if we may say so without of- 
fense to Mr. Hosmer, McCall's, or Upper or 
Lower House, Congress is considerable of an 
epitome of Contrariness, a trend which is no 
particular hope of our time or anybody else's. 
In the case of budding presidential candidates, 
Congress may epitomize a Bizeable amount of 
Awayness. But if there is any one thing Con- 
gress is more an epitome of than any other, the 
chips being down, it is probably Getreelected- 
ness. On that proposition, at least, there really is 
considerable Togetherness in Congress, after all. 
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Not Ready for Quite a While 


The Department of Justice's request for a 
30-day extension of time in answering the Dixon- 
Yates syndicate’s suit for $3,500,000 in damages 
is a-surprising and puzzling development. 

The suit was filed six months ago. Govern- 
ment lawyers have thus had all of six months 
in which to prepare their answer. Actually, they 
have had longer than that, for it was evident 
that the suit would be brought when President 
Eisenhower canceled, 11 months ago, the con- 
tract he had earlier, by executive fiat, ordered 
the Atomic Energy Commission and TVA to 
make with the private syndicate for a power sup- 
ply. The New York Times reported from Wash- 
ington as late as June 9 that “indications are that 
the answer will go in on time.” 

Has not a year and more been ample and bet- 
ter than ample time in which to prepare the 
Government's reply? It must be hoped that the 
further delay signifies no reluctance to bring 
up the defense. The Dixon-Yates scheme, includ- 
ing the damage suit which has been its only 
product, will be an issue in the presidential 
campaign leading up to the November elections. 
Democrats will portray it as an effort to scuftle 
TVA, Republicans as a blow struck in behalf of 
private enterprise.

Veteran of 30 years’ experience offers guideposts to young men 
entering profession; first rule is to remember council's supremacy 
and responsibility to people; open eyes and ears, closed mouth, 
prescribed for council meetings; when in doubt, procrastinate.

During the three decades that I have 
been a city manager, 45 young men 
have served as interns and assistants in 
my office. Subsequently 29 of these 
young men became city managers and 
21 are now serving aS managers in 16 
States 

Occasionally, when one of these men 
takes his first manager position, 1 write 
a friendly letter to him to review a few 
of the practices and principles which I 
have found to be r= 
successful guide- 
posts in practicing 
municipal adminis- 
tration 

These guide- 
posts are 

1. Never’ forget 
that the council, to 
the best of its 
ability, expresses 
the will-of the peo- 
ple. There will be 
times when you 
will not under- 
stand why the 
council takes cer- |. Pp 
tain actions, but 
you will find that the council is gener- 
ally right and the members express 
public opinion as they see it and as 
they learn it from their constituents. 


2. Formal acts of the council become 
public policy, and you as city manager 
must always do your best to translate 
these policies into action. You should 
do this in a manner to best realize the 
intent of the council. In some cases you 
may not agree with the policy, but it is 
your duty as city manager to carry out 
the policy to the best of your ability un- 
less it is illegal or fraudulent. 

3. You have to “give and take” all 
along the way, but when you must give 
ground to the “left,”’ be sure that when 
you return toward center you go to 
the “right” as far as possible. 


4. Remember that the average fellow 
with whom you talk, whether he is a 
member of the council, one of the city’s 
staff, or a citizen, does not know as 
much about the job of municipal ad- 
ministration as you know now or will 
know in the years ahead: so don't get 
too far beyond him, for he will not be 
able to follow you. 


5. Be as humble as the humblest with 
whom you deal, and subdue by your pa- 
tience those who are inclined to be too 
arrogant. 

6. Lead those whom you contact— 
members of the council, subordinate 
employes, and citizens—into the proper 
channel by tactful suggestion rather 
than by too persuasive argument. Make 
them feel that they have had a major 
part iw making the decisions. 


7. Don't let any problems frighten 
vou, for there is a logical solution to 
each one you have to face. If they 
seem too tough for today, let them go 
until tomorrow whenever possible, for 
then they will seem simpler. The 
préblems which concern you today may 
be completely forgotten in a week. 

8. Treat everyone in the city, friend 
or foe, as if your success depended on 
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the manner in which you handled his 
problem. 

9. Get acquainted with your em- 
ployes as rapidly as possible, and take 
time to let them show you what they 
have in their departments and how they 
do their work. (If you do not approve, 
go slowly in making drastic changes— 
the results will be much better and the 
improvements more lasting.) 

10. Give credit where credit belongs, 
and always give the council all the 
credit you can. They have to be re- 
elected 

ll. Never forget that you are a 
servant of the people, and instill that 
philosophy in each of your employes. If 
you find one who cannot understand 
this philosophy, remove him, for he 
will be no good to you or to the city. 
If you ever get the idea that you are 
ruler, you, also, will be no good to the 
city or to the form of government. 

12. Work hard to gain and keep the 
full confidence of the council and the 
respect of your department heads, and 
your job will be easier. 

13. Don't let the “cranks” worry you 
too much, for if you do they will out- 
live you, 

14. Be sure to develop good press 
relations; give all the time necessary 
to help the press, radio, and other 
media to keep the public informed, be- 
cause any one of these media can ruin 
your program with very little effort. 

15. Keep your eyes and ears open 
and your mouth shut during council 
meetings. I have known more managers 
who have talked themselves out of jobs 
than into jobs. 

16. Don’t pursue your program at a 
faster pace than the council, the em- 
ployes, and public can follow. You will 
always see plenty of things to do and 
have plenty of changes to make, but be 
sure that everyone understands why you 
are doing this and how it will benefit 
the city or its government before you 
proceed. 

17. Never put in. writing anything 
you can't prove Someday someone 
might embarrass you with it. 

18. Always take the chip off the 
complainant's shoulder before you let 
him go. This will be a hard task in some 
cases, bit use every resource at your 
command to make friends out of poten- 
tial enemies. 

19. Always remember that you will 
never get in trouble or be embarrassed 
by doing what is right. You may lose 
your job for standing up for what you 
think is right, but you'll always get an- 
other and better job. Besides, you will 
be able to sleep soundly every night. 

20. Keep your personal contacts with 
other city managers. The greatest com- 
pliment you can pay them is to ask how 
they handle a certain problem. 

21. Always think of the city in which 
you work as your city. Participate in 
civic movements for its betterment, and 
above all, live in your city. 

22. Keep a framed copy of “The City 
Manager's Code of Ethics” in your of- 
fice. Read it once in a while. Always 
abide by it.

(Double- 
day, 320 pas., $3.9.) 


Red Jade had gorgeous red hair. She 


was the Manchu Emperor's favorite 
concubine. Prince Lien saved the 
Emperor's life and was given five 


wishes in reward. He wished for Red 
Jade—and got her! Then they lived 
happily ever after—until the plots of 
the White Lotus Society, underground 
conspirators of the old Ming Dynasty, 
brought death and disaster crashing 
down on the Mandarins. 

Is this familiar? Indeed yes. Marco 
Polo started these tales of the Orien- 
tal lotus land with 
his enthralling 
yarns about emer- 
alds as big as ox- 
carts and beautiful 
Slave-girls with 
almond eyes and 
the fabulous Kub- 
lai Khan. The en- 
chanting dream has 
never died. 

Lafcadio Hearn 
embroidered it in 
a legendary fan- 
tasy, replete with 
evil spirits, lovers 
Robert Payne who died star- 
cursed. Orientals 
themselves have made it sparkle like the 
morning dew in medivial Far Eastern 
versions of court intrigue. Witness 
Lady Murasaki’s “Tale of Genji.”

Council Approves 
Putting Central Building 
on Lindbergh. 


Selection of building locations 
for a $1,750,000 expansion pro- 
gram of the St. Louis County 
Library has been completed, it 
was announced today, following 
approval last night of a special 
permit to allow construction of 
a headquarters and central li- 
brary on Lindbergh boulevard 
south of Clayton road in Ladue. 


Unanimous approval was 
given by the Ladue City Coun- 
cil after a public hearing at 
which Mahlon B. Wallace Jr., 
president of the library board, 
said the proposed structure 
would be a “fine adjunct” to 
Ladue public schools. That 
view was seconded in a letter 
from Richard S. Jones, vice 
president of the Ladue Board 
of Education. 

The proposed building will 
include administrative offices, 
reading rooms, an auditorium 
for 300 persons and storage 
space for the principal part of 
the library's book. collection. 
The building, to cost $1,000,000, 
will be constructed on an eight- 
acre site. 

The library's present head- 
quarters at 6814 Natural Bridge 
road, Beverly Hills, will be re- 
modeled to serve as one of four 
Wallace said. Sites 
have been acquired for two 
other branches, one near the 
intersection of Tesson Ferry 
road and Lindbergh boulevard, 
and the other near the inter- 
section of Old Halls Ferry road 
and Hithway 61-66. A theater 
at 10267 St. Charles road, St. 
Ann, has been acquired for the 
fourth branch. 

Construction will be financed 
by a 10-cent increase in the 
library tax approved: by county 
voters in April 1955. Two other 
branches already are in opera- 
tion in Overland and Kinloch.

“About two months 
ago she began going out with a boy of 17. and this is 


where our problem began, since her father said she should 
ko only with boys her own age. I tried to explain that 
a girl of her age is usually mature enough to go out 
with a boy in the twelfth grade. The boy in question is 
a fine boy—doesn't smake, is polite and considerate. He 
makes a special point of bringing her home usually sev- 
eral minutes before she is due home. He has never taken 
her any placé that is not suitable for a girl her age. 
“The problem is how to convince my husband that 


there is nothing wrong in our daughter seeing this or 
anyother nice boy?”

YOUR PROBLEM is not too unusual and we can en- 
courage you by saying that it tends to be most difficult 
right at 14. In another year or so, the boys more or less 
cateh up to the girls, and girl's don't feel the need of 
associating with boys so much older. Of course, the fact 
that your daughter is in the tenth grade suggests that she 
may be mature for her age, and this naturally makes 
her gravitate toward slightly older boys. Fortunately, the 
boy she has chosen sounds nice, conservative and respon- 
sible. It is especiaily fortunate that he is good about get- 
ting her in on time. 

Those are the two things which seem to bother fathers 
of 14-year-old girls most: (a) that the boys tend to be 
older than the girls; and ‘b) the hour of getting in. When 
the girl is 14 seems to be the time when fathers are most 
worried. Earlier, the girl isn't going out much. Even by 
the time she is 15, many fathers feel that she can take 
care of herself. But 14-year-old girls seem so eager, and 
so unprotected, that many fathers—not just your husband 
—do worry terribly.

Mrs. Anna Issa Maria Here to See Daughter Graduate From School

VEN “manana” — meaning 

“tomorrow”’—is too definite 

for Jamaicans. 
away island in the Caribbean, 
they prefer to give themselves 
plenty of leeway so they merely 
say, “soon come.” That could 
mean any time from 4 o'clock 
this afternoon to six months 
from next Tuesday. 

But that lack of concern for 
clock or calendar is one of the 
charms of the island in the 
British West Indies, says one of 
its native citizens and most 
loyal. boosters, brown-eyed, at- 
tractive Mrs. Anna Issa Maria. 
So happy a homeland is it, in 
fact, that it requires a pretty 
strong inducement to lure Mrs. 
Maria away, especially into the 
summer heat of St. Louis. 

More than strong enough, 
however, was the opportugity 
to see her 14-year-old daughter, 
Angela, again, and to take her 
home with her from St. Joseph 
Institute for the Deaf, where 
she was graduated this month. 

Angela, dark-eyed like her 
mother, tall and smiling, is the 
third of Mrs. Maria's four chil- 
dren to be born with a hearing 


e» handicap and the second to 


travel all the way from Jamaica 
to study at St. Joseph. Her 
older brother, David, who pre- 
ceded her here, is now a high 
school student on the island. 
Johnny is studying at a school 
for the deaf in England and 
Mary Anne, the only one with 
normal hearing, is at the Sor- 
bonne in Paris. 

Accepting the children’s dis- 
ability as a problem—‘but no 
tragedy’—Mrs. Maria was re- 
ferred to St. Joseph when she 
was visiting in New York in 
the early ‘40s as an institution 
where the children could be 
prepared to join those of nor- 
mal nearing by the time they 
reached the high school level. 

“IT also brought them here 
because it was one of the few 
institutions which could keep 
them during holidays when I 
couldn't be here,” she said. 
“Both David and Angela made 
wonderful progress and they 
were happy. Angela, of course, 
is glad to be coming home.

“I was very much distressed 
when I found that the first child 
was deaf, but then as the sec- 
ond and the third were found 
to have the same trouble, I felt 
if I could solve it for one, I 
could do the same for the oth- 
ers.

Fix It Yourself

Penetrating Wood Sealers for 
Furniture. 


AYBE one reason why more 
M reopie don't do much furni- 

ture refinishing is that it 
takes too darn much work—-or 
at least it used to take too darn 
much work 


In the old davs to get any 
sort of decent finish you not 
only had to remove the old fin- 
ish but then you had to go to 
work with sealers, fillers, stains 
etc., and every time you turned 
around something needed a fine 
sanding or a dusting. 


Now it still takes a good deal 
of work to get certain types of 
finishes, but it’s also possible 
to get very attractive and dur- 
able finishes using penetrating 
These are simi- 
lar to the sealers used for floor 
finishes, but they also do well 
on wood furniture. They come 
in wood tones as well as clear 


> or colored. 


Before a penetrating wood 
sealer can be applied the old 
finish must be removed and the 
wood sanded smooth, The seal- 
er can then be applied and you 
usually apply as much as the 
wood will absorb, and when the 
first coat is dry — usually in 
about 24 hours—you go to work 
and rub with No. 000 steel wool: 
Dust the surface clean and then 
apply another coat and continue 
this procedure of applying the 
sealer, allowing it to dry and 
then rubbing with steel wool 
until you've got about four or 
five coats, 

A finish applied in this fash- 
fon will be pretty durable for 
most furniture about the house. 
If you want something that will 
be highly resistant to heat and 
moisture then you can apply a 


coat or two of varnish over the 


sealer.

Blood Pressure 
By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


EAR DR. STEINCROHMN: I’ve understood that high 
D blood presure, if not kept down, or near normal, is 

likely to cause a stroke. Is this true? If so, I would like 
to ask you this. If one got an instrument for taking blood 
pressure, and learned to 
take his own, and take tab- 
lets to keep it near normal, 
if needed, would it elimi- 
nate the possibility of a 
stroke? Sincerely, Miss 
A.W. 

ANSWER: I remem- 
ber a woman who would 
always come in with her 
husband on the occasion of 
his office appointments. 
Diabetes was his ailment 
Nace “ oe and she came, apparently, 

DR. PETER STEINCROHN to check with me on his 
diet. Invariably, however, she would say this at the end of 
each visit: “Doctor, while I'm here, would you mind taking 
my blood pressure?” Contrary to my feelings in the matter, 


I took her pressure at her husband's first visit—but never 
again. 


LET ME TELL YOU WHY. I believe that, as a nation, 
we have become too blood-pressure conscious. Many patients 
“die a death” every time the doctor wraps the blood pres- 
sure cuff around their arm. You pump in the air and the 
patient turns his eyes toward the machine and you sense 
bow tense he is. He watches the mercury intently. No trader 
fn a bull or bear market ever followed the gyrations of the 
tape more closely. Even before you have let out all the air 
the patient's eyes are now fully on your own. He can’t wait 
until you remove the stethoscope from your ears. You hear 
him say: “How high is it today, doctor?” You say it is better. 
But the patient does not accept this statement. He says: 
“Just how high? How many points?” To prevent actual 
hostility you must give him the exact figure. 

I tell patients that the actual height of the pressure is 
not always the true criterion of their state of health. The 
Blood pressure reading, is but one of many factors we use 
in estimating their true condition. Many a patient with a 
pressure of 200 is better off than one with a reading of 170. 
There are other important considerations. 

For example, what is the condition of your arteries? 
Does the examination of your eye-grounds indicate advanced 
arteriosclerosis? How are your kidneys functioning? Is your 
heart enlarged? Are you too fat? Do you have other compli- 
¢ations like diabetes or coronary disease? What does your 
electrocardiogram show? 

* 

DO NOT MISUNDERSTAND. Your blood pressure 
reading is important—but it is not all-important. I tell my 
colleagues that perhaps it is our own fault. We have gotten 
you into the habit of expecting a blood pressure reading 
every time you come to the office. You would feel cheated 
without one. Many is the time that I have finished a check- 
uP on a patient without taking his blood pressure. He would 
{mvariably say: “Haven't you forgotten something? You 
haven't taken my pressure.” You try to explain. Usually 
the patient is beyond convincing. He wants it taken. He 
thinks that if his presure has fallen from 180 to 174 that 
he has reason to celebrate. Contrariwise, if it climbs from 
180 to 186 he reacts as if his world is surely coming to an 
end. 

If you will remember that your pressure is only one 
indication of your condition, you will be less likely to be 
anxious about it. If your doctor says it is better, be thankful 
for that, it is needless for you to know “just how many 
points” it has gone up or down.

of Body Energy and 
You Face Physical, 
Mental Bankruptcy’

F you are overdrawn on your 
| bank account your checks 
bounce and new deposits are 
needed to keep you from going 
bankrupt. Dr. Edmund Jacob- 
son of Chicago says the same 


thing happens with your body . 


energy—overdraw on your sup- 
ply and you face mental and 
physical bankruptcy. 

For more than 40 years, Dr. 
Jacobson has been searching 
for the way to prevent this 
bankruptcy and keep the body’s 
health accounts balanced. 

First at Harvard, later at the 
University of Chicago and now 
at his own laboratory for clini- 
cal physiology, Dr. Jacobson 
evolved his theory and devel- 
oped his techniques. Tod®y, he 
believes he knows how we 
overdraw on our energy re- 
serves and what we can do 
about it. 

In addition, he has an in- 
strument to measure how much 
energy is being expended — 
just like the monthly bank 
statement of your account. 

Dr. Jacobson believes mus- 
cular tension accounts for 
“practically the entire energy 
output of the body above its 
basic living needs.” Other tis- 
sues, he says, such as the 
nerves, brain or kidneys, take 
up a small, almost constant, 
energy amount. 

a * * 

FOR THIS REASON, you 
may be sitting in what you be- 
lieve to be a relaxed position 
and appear outwardly calm— 
but Dr. Jacobson says this is 
not necessarily the correct pic- 
ture. To get an accurate 
“health account statement,” 
Dr. Jacobson designed the neu- 
rovoltmeter — an instrument 
that measures muscular nerve- 
currents. Here is how it works: 

Two fine platinum electrodes 
are inserted into the biceps 
muscle in the left arm about 
an inch apart. The electrodes 
are connected te an extra-sénsi- 
tive amplifier; an oscilloscope 
is hooked into this circuit to 
record the electric action of the 
muscle on a. television-like 
screen. 

On this screen is flashed the 
amount of muscle contractiun 
(a measure of muscle tension). 
If the person is tensed up in- 
ternally, a fluorescent green 
line dances wildly »on the 
screen. Thus real tension or 
real relaxation can be measured 
tangibly by the jumps and dips 
of the green line. 

“There is no evidence to sup- 
port the common belief that the 
neuromusculature really ‘re- 
laxes’ when persons play games 
like golf or cards, or when they 
are quietly sitting and convers- 
ing, reading, smoking or rest- 
ing,” Dr. Jacobson said. “Our 
findings are that many such 
persons continue in a chronic 
state af efforts and sub-efforts 
by day and by night. Even in 
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their sleep they fail to relax.” 

Dr. Jacobson doesn’t even 
need his neurovoltmeter to as- 
say the energy balance in many 
people. And neither do you if 
you look for these tell-tale ten- 
sion signs in your friends—or 
your own mirror: Eye blinking, 
furrowing of brow, frowning, 
neck tensing, jaw stiffening, 
arm or leg jiggling. 

If you are overdoing anyone 
or a combination of the above, 
Dr. Jacobson recognizes it as 
an indication of excessive nerve- 
muscle tension, the open door 
to high blood pressure and 
coronary heart diseases — the 
nation’s number one killer. He 
adds: 

“Rest is inadequate treatment 
for the over-reacting, overly- 
tense person. What is needed 
is to teach the patient to relax 
each of his chief muscle groups 
so that excess tension measur- 
ably disappears.” 

In the series of scientific re- 
laxation steps Dr. Jacobson pre- 
scribes, the chief target is the 
head muscles, particularly those 
related to seeing and speak- 
ing. Try this eye wuntensing 
procedure: 

First, wrinkle your forehead, 
then frown; then gradually un- 
furrow the brow. Next, shut the 
eye lids tightly. Gradually 
loosen up on them until wink- 
ing has become infrequent or 
absent. Then, with the eyes 
still closed, ‘look’ to the right, 
left and forward. Then try to 
let your eyes “go’—don't try 
to look in any direction. 

This and other scientific re- 
laxation tips are contained in 
Dr. Jacobson’s book, “You Must 
Relax.” (Published by McGraw- 
Hill.)

OME questioning voices late- 
Sy» have begun to ask: “Is our 

newly found leisure-time 
proving to be a burden or a 
blessing?”

greater purchasing power you 
would think we would have less 
nervous tensions. Yet, in our 
emerging ‘leisure state’ you find 
people complaining of jitters, 
insomnia and the shakes.” 

The newest evidence these 
doubters cite is the estimated 
$100,000,000-a-year sales of tran- 
quilizing drugs, so-called mood 
or “peace of mind” pills. These 
still experimental chemical com- 
pounds have been used since 
1953 largely in mental institu- 
tions to make patients more 
receptive to therapy. Even the 
tranquilizing drug's warmest 
proponents stress these pills are 
tools for therapy and not the 
answer to mental illness. 

Today, so-called normal neu- 
rotics from New York to Holly- 
wood are popping “peace of 
mind” pills in their mouths. 
The exact physiological mechan- 
ism of these pills is still being 
charted. Some are depressants 
or blocking agents, setting up 
roadblocks on the nerve path- 
ways or in the brain or hypo- 
thalamus. Others are muscle- 
relaxants. 

The effect of the former was 
once summed up by a patient, 
“I still have my worries but I 
don’t worry about my worries.” 

In a similar vein, there is 


talk of rs “peace of 
mind rooms” for business and 
industry. These would be 


models of “relaxing” color, fur- 
niture, lighting, carpeting, mu- 
sic and temperature designed to 
soothe the harried person. 

Why all these peace of mind 
pills and rooms? Why do we 
need to help people to relax— 
can’t it “come naturally?” 

The answer to these ques- 
tions—and to whether leisure is 
a burden or a blessing—comes

Absquatulate. 

Y granddaddy was quite 
a salty old character,” 
writes a reader. “The 
stories he used to tell about 
clearing the bad men out of the 
frontier towns of the early 
West make the adventures of 
such cream-puff cowboys as Roy 
Rogers and Gene Autry look 
tame, indeed. The story of his 
I remember best wis climaxed 
by the abrupt departure of a 
pair of card-sharping gamblers 
and wound up: ‘You can bet 
those fellows absquatulated in a 
hurry.’ 

“I've often wondered just 
where he got this wonderful 
word ‘absquatulate.’ It’s not in 
my dictionary. Do you suppose 
he invented it?” — 

No, your gradfather did not 
invent “absquatulate” (pro- 
nounced ab-SKWOT-yoo-layt), It 
is one of a number of elaborate 
slang terms popular midway 
through the ninteenth century. 
It was fabricated, in imitation 
of a Latin compound verb, of 
“ab” and “squat"—and means 
the opposite of “squat,” that is, 
to depart in a hurry, especially 
in a secretive fashion. The 
“ulate” ending is tacked on only 
to make the word sound more 
impressive. 

In keeping with the more 
formal nature of society in the 
days of a century ago, even 
slang had a tendency to be more 
elegant and elaborate than the 
monosyllabic expletives of 
today’s popular jargon. In your 
grandfather's day, as we have 
seen, the  sharpers “absquat- 
ulated.” Today they would sim- 
ply “scram!”

Dear Martha: 

I READ WITH INTEREST the letter from “Neighbor” 
with reference to the difficulty of obtaining the return of 
things lent to someone else.

FOR A TIME it was supposed 
that moa eggs were the largest | 
ever laid by birds. Then a bird 


expert told the Paris Academy 
of Sciences about a remarkable 
bird which had lived on Mada- 
gascar. He gave it a scientific 
name which meant “bird as big 
as a mountain.” but the present 
popular name is “elephant 
bird.” 

The professor. had two huge 
eggshells to display. These had | 
been taken to market in Mada-— 
gascar by men who. wanted to 
have then. filled with rum 
Simeone was smart enough to 
buy the shells from the natives 
and sénd them to Paris for 
study. Each egg held two gal- 
lons of water. 

Interest in the gigantic birds 
which laid the eggs became 
widespread. Stories of rocs 
were recalled. Marco Polo and
